Conference from time to time, shall during their term of office, by virtue of 
their having been so selected, be deemed as elected the Conference Trustees. 

. The Resident Bishop shall be the President; the Superintendent of the 
Denver District the Vice-President, and the Conference Secretary shall be 
the Secretary-Treasurer of the Trustees. These officers shall perform the 
usual duties of such officers, the Conference Secretary keeping the official 
record book of the Trustees. 

38. Meetings. The annual meeting shall be held at the call of the Presi- 
dent or Vice-President at the time and seat of the Annual Conference ses- 
sion. Special meetings may be held at the call of the President or Vice- 
President elsewhere, a quorum for which shall consist of a majority of the 
Trustees, provided the Conference Secretary shall be one of those present. 
In an emergency, any action or document stating who and how many are 
the Trustees, and signed by a majority of those persons, provided the 
Beeerence Secretary is one of the signers, shall be a valid act of the 

oard. 

4. The seal of the Board shall be the usual divide of the (L.S) on legal 
instruments. 

These By-Laws may be changed at any meeting by a two-thirds vote 
of the Trustees.

(Summarized Reports) 


DENVER DISTRICT 
WALTER D, COLE, Superintendent 
Dear Fathers and Brethren: 


With grateful appreciation of the consideration and cooperation not only 
of my brethren in the Ministry but the laity as well, I submit this brief 
statement. 

In.common with the churches in other places we feel the financial de- 
pression to a degree which causes real privation and calls for real sacri- 
fice. Chiefly for this reason our financial reports will not reach the average 
of the years that are gone, but will be much better than it looked as thougn 
they could be a few weeks ago. The statistical tables in the minutes of 
this session will truthfully tell the story. 

There has been no death in the year of any member of the Conference 
nor among the wives of the members of this District. E. C. Wright of Uni- 
versity Park Church suffered a somewhat protracted and distressing illness, 
from. which he seems to have completely recovered. 

Mrs. F. T. Krueger is in a condition of practically helpless invalidism 
but receives every consideration possible from the members of her family 
and the people of California Street Church. 

The. physical condition of John Collins is in nowise improved. Dean 
Peck is confined to his home and part of the time to his bed. S. A. Webber 
is not in good health. 

Except the cases mentioned so far as we know the physical condition of 
our people is satisfactory. 

While there has been no deaths among the ministers and their wives, 
two of the parsonage homes in the District have been darkened by the de- 
parture of members of the family. An infant life came into the home of 
Brother and Sister Coulter, but did not stay. Responding to Bishop Leon- 
ard’s call made on Conference Sunday a year ago Winston Edwards, son of 
HW. EH. Edwards, then at Wesley Church, went to the Altar. Since then he 
has gone to where they are always useful and never get old. 

During the year a change has been made in the pastorate of Christ 
Church, made necessary by the transfer of W. H. Bentley to the Erie Con- 
ference. A. P. Gaines is in the succession and seems to be getting hold of 
the situation in a constructive way. In the line of changes made necessary 
by this move, A. M. Crippen came from Akron to Wesley Institutional. The 
number of changes in appointments on the Denver District this year is not 
likely to be above the average. 

Two church building enterprises are approaching completion. One from 
a beginning made six or seven years ago; the other having been commenced 
and nearly finished within this year. At Wheatridge a new and beautiful 
church building is ready for dedication and the date is September 14. Money 
expended has brought a surprisingly large return in real values and Brother 
Tyree is a proper subject for congratulations. At Arvada for a number of 
years the church building has consisted of a foundation, a gymnasium, a 
kitchen and a boiler room. Few men have wrought with greater patience 
in any field than Brother Morgan and this fine monument to the success of 
his ministry will be ready for dedication in the early autumn. 

Most of the pastors on the Denver District have done well. Some have 
done exceptionally well. The record of the year is behind us and we front 
the future with good courage and a spirit of Christian helpfulness.

Dr. George F. Klein, my predecessor, after four years of effective work 
left the district well manned, and well organized. The accomplishments of 
the District are due to the self-sacrificing work of the loyal pastors, their 
families and loyal laymen. F 

The Death Angel visited but one parsonage during the year. Mrs. Gene- 
vieve Dickinson, daughter of Rev. and Mrs. B. F. Ross, a very fine Chris- 
tian character, was called to her reward. In the springtime of life she, 
with her young babe, bid goodbye, for a ‘day,’ to husband, father, mother 
and sister and entered that land of perpetual spring. 

Miss Ruth Elouise Hitelgeorge came to bless the home of Brother and 
Sister Hitelgeorge, our pastor at Gunnison, 

Rey. O. M. Reynolds, our pastor at Norwood, was married during the 
year. They are happily situated in the parsonage and the work of the 
church is progressing nicely. 

_ The special emphasis for the year’s work in the District was Evange- 
lism and Religious Education. The district reports a net gain of 215 mem- 
bers. This was better than some previous years. 
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Under the leadership of C. S. Mundell and Paul A. Shields, a new field 
was opened up and a new church organized at Achmen with a membership 
of 33. The following subscription for the building of the new church was 
taken: 1 acre of beans, % acre of potatoes, transportation of all produce to

Personal Evangelism and Mass Evangelism and the combinations of the 
two methods have been worked constantly by the pastors and people. The 
response has not been what we had hoped, but the fact that the district 
has made a gain in membership is, at least, indicative of some effort along 
this line. We are praying for better things this coming year.

GREELEY DISTRICT

Dear Brethren: ‘ 

From the base of the mountains to the Nebraska line, the profit share of 
the beet crop,—our main income crop was frozen in the ground. Where 
farmers possessed credit, they pledged it in an endeavor to recoup their 
fortunes by feeding; this resulted in even greater misfortune. The crop 
losses were depressing; feeding losses were disastrous. In a majority of 
the charges more than half the year’s budget remained to be raised within 
the last two or three months. Most of the pastors have, therefore, felt 
the pinch. 

In spite of all this it has been a very good year. The formal observance 
of the Pentecost anniversary has inspired a purer spiritual idealism, a finer 
faith, a greater willingness to sacrifice. Hundreds have been led to Christ. 
I have a record of more than thirteen hundred accessions to the church; I 
sincerely believe that the normal shrinkage will be more than counter- 
balanced. Mwvery charge in the district records accessions to the member- 
ship of the Church. 

Sunday school life in both volume and quality has been well sustained. 
Young people’s organizations are both sound and vital. I cannot speak too 
warmly of the sub-district Epworth League groups—especially those of 
Brighton and Haxtun; though the others are not far behind. Two hundred 
ane eight young people from this district attended the Institute at Pine 
rest. . 

The Woman’s Missionary Societies are fully maintaining their advancing 
life. We cannot be too grateful for their ministry in maintaining Study 
courses, keeping alive intelligence and conscience on the main business of 
the kingdom, 

The Ladies Aid societies have in some instances prevented financial dis- 
aster. Their loyalty and resourcefulness vindicates itself in every new 
emergency. 

The District record for World Service is informing. True, we shall not 
quite make the advance pledged, but nothing save the watchfulness and 
attention of the pastors throughout every month of the year could have 
saved the district from a serious deficit. Warmly and affectionately I thank 
the brethren for their loyalty in this supreme cause, 

A. P. Gaines came into Denver and assumed charge at Christ Church; 
J. A, Smith was moved from Julesburg to Windsor; F. E. Edwards, Wesley 
Institutional Church, went to Julesburg; and A. N. Crippin from Akron was 
appointed to Wesley Institutional. 

Four new babies have been welcomed into as many parsonages. The 
families of J. R. Jones, C. E. Albertson, J. Howard Wheat and W. S. Bain- 
bridge have been thus enriched. ; 

No deaths have occurred amongst the active pastors, but the Rey. Dr. 
Curtis E. Mogg, a retired member of the Wyoming Conference who was for 


a time a member of this Conference, passed to his reward from his Fort 
Collins home in June. 


Much more might be written but the time would fail to tell of the char- 
acteristics of pastoral success in all the charges, and then, there have been 
some failures. _And, after all, the most valuable, essential, significant and 
vital elements in any pastorate are not such as can be described by either 
human tongue or pen. Ustally, they are known only to the pastor himself 
and to his Master on high. So may it ever be! If only we keep the shield 
bright and the vision clear!

Bishop Locke and Brethren: 

The following may be of interest to this Annual Conference: 

Changes and Developments—Acting under the authorization of the An- 
nal Conference of 1929, the church and parsonage property at Cheyenne 
Canon were sold, the net proceeds being $2,063.49. 

A new church was completed at Two Buttes at a cost of $6,500 and at 
the present time there is not one dollar of indebtedness on it. 

A new four-room parsonage was built at Walsh, valued at $1,500, mak- 
ing a very comfortable home for a small family. 

At Vilas, a Methodist Society has been organized with a membership 
of 29. This little group of Methodists has shown its faith and optimism in 
the purchase of the frame schoolhouse, which the school district abandoned 
for more commodious and up-to-date quarters. The building was sold at 
auction and purchased at $900. It consists of two large rooms opening into 
each other by means of folding doors, and two smaller rooms at the back. 
It is admirably adapted to the putting on of a fine community program. 

An outstanding accomplishment of the year has been the raising in five- 
year subscriptions of the indebtedness on the St. Paul Church, Pueblo. This 
debt seemed an impossible barrier to the progress and ministry of this fine 
church. However, through the challenge of $15,000 in Special Gifts ap- 
proved by the Department of Church Extension, and under the fine leader- 
ship of Dr. Walter Torbet, the Western representative, St. Paul Church 
went heroically to the task of raising the amount needed, and on Sunday, 
June 8, celebrated Victory Sunday with more than $80,000 subscribed. 

At Fowler, the pastor, assisted by Drs. David E. Kendall and W. E. 
Blackstock, raised about $13,000 in pledges for a new church, which to- 
coor with about $5,000 in cash becomes the nucleus for a $26,000 church 

uilding. 

In the midst of this development of the material interests of the church, 
the spiritual interests have not been neglected. Evangelism has been em- 
phasized throughout the year with gracious results. No pastor on this dis- 
trict but will report accessions to the church, and some of them will show 
phenomenal growth. Our church at Springfield is perhaps outstanding in 
this respect, showing an increase of 70 per cent in membership. 

The other interests of the church have been well cared for in every 
respect, including World Service and Pensions and Relief. 


(b) STANDING COMMITTEES AND BOARDS 
AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 


We record with the deepest satisfaction and thanksgiving our apprecia- 
tion of the splendid report of the American Bible Society for the year 1929. 
There have been many encouraging accomplishments and cheering advances 
in making the Book of Books more widely and easily available throughout 
the world. 

During the years of its history the Bible Society has distributed more 
than 216,000,000 copies of the Bible, Testaments, and Portions in over three 
hundred languages. 

During the year 1929 the figures for circulation have surpassed all pre- 
vious records with over 11,000,000 copies distrbuted. 

In view of these facts your committee respectfully presents for adoption 
the following resolutions: 

First: That this body heartily endorses the efforts of the 
American Bible Society in its program of encouraging a wider 
circulation of the Holy Scriptures and prayerfully remembers 
the Society before the throne of grace. 

Second: That inasmuch as Sunday, December 7, 1930, has 
been designated as Universal Bible Sunday, the ministers of 
this body, as generally as possible, cooperate with the American 
Bible Society in directing the attention of their congregation 
to the important place in the Christian faith which the Holy 
Scriptures occupy.

BETH-EL HOSPITAL 


Beth-El Hospital was established in Colorado Springs about twenty 
years ago through the vision of a few consecrated women, The Colorado 
Conference Deaconess Hospital of the W. H. M. S. was opened with twenty 
beds in 1904. The first unit of Beth-El and the Nurses’ Home were built 
with money raised in Colorado Springs and vicinity, Mr. and Mrs. Lennox 
alone giving more than $75,000 in cash for this purpose. While Colorado 
Springs citizens have given the money for buildings, the Hospital now min- 
isters to the whole Denver Area and particularly to the Colorado Con- 
ference. 
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The Colorado Conference has helped to maintain the free service though 
the amount received does not equal the free service given. The free serv- 
ice given this year amounted to $14,863. One pastor secured an annuity gift 
of $1,000 which purchased needed room equipment. This form of gift will 
be very helpful. 

A Nutrition Camp is maintained by the Junior League of Colorado 
Springs for the benefit of undernourished children. 

The Medical Staff have given over $8000 of free service this year. They 
have performed over 1500 operations this year as.over against 800 ten years 
ago. Yet we have the same equipment and space as ten years ago. New 
operating rooms are needed imperatively. 

he Medical Staff and the Hospital Committee ask the Conference to 
make this new Operating Room Suite possible. We must have it to do our 
work adequately. Operations are now delayed and sent elsewhere as our 
present facilities are overcrowded. 

Our Nursing School ranked third in the State in a recent survey. We 
have 75 nurses attending this School. The State Board of Nurse Examiners 
has laid down heavy requirements if we are to be accredited. This, too, 
we must meet. 

Serving all alike in the spirit of Christ Beth-El] brings healing of body 
and new hope to distressed and so is part of our whole work as a church.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT, ILIFF SCHOOL 
OF THEOLOGY 


ACADEMIC ITEMS 


To the Members of the Colorado Annual Conference, Greetings: 

The enrollment for the year ending with the June Commencement was 
h5 eredit students and 7 auditors. 

The Wh. D. Degree, carefully guarded by the faculty, given only to stu- 
dents of excellent ability, training, and promise, is drawing not sensational 
attention but wide consideration. The following quotation from Dean Dun- 
can of the Graduate School of the University of Denver is typical of the 
comment and criticism, coming from authenticated educational quarters, 
bearing upon Iliff’s Th. D. degree: 

“T was very much interested in looking over your catalog 
for 1930-31, particularly that section which deals with the de- 
gree of Doctor of Theology. I note you consider this a profes- 
sional degree. I think you are to be commended in this stand. 
More and more the need of professional degrees is recognized, 
the most recent addition being the professional degree in edu- 
eation, corresponding to the professional degrees in law, medi- 
cine, business, and engineering. I see no reason why the same 
should not be true in theology. I commend you on the stand 
you have taken in this matter.” 

The Graduate Fellowship was established in the Spring of 1925 by Miss 
Louise Iliff, one of the original founders of the School, in memory of her 
mother, Elizabeth Iliff Warren, and yields an annual income of $500.00. 


STUDENT SELF HELP 


Nothing of like importance in the administration of the School gives 
more concern and heartache than the problem of giving students the op- 
portunity in self-help which they deserve. Close readers of the annual 
Catalog will recall the emergence of a new caption, SCHOLARSHIP AID, in 
the two latest editions. 

The 1930 Catalog lists 7 items under this heading. Miss Louise Tliff, 
generous friend of the School and wise counsellor and helper in all its in- 
terests, making gifts during the year totaling above $2573.00, by a gift of 
$1373.47 brought thereby the Henry White Warren Scholarship to maturity 
with a capital of $5000.00. By an additional gift of $300 Miss Tliff is mak- 
ing the same effective for use at once. Nearly two years ago James E. 
Jewel of Fort Morgan, now Commander in Chief of the G. A. R., deeded 80 
acres of land near Wiggins which later will help deserving young men to 
remain in School. 

I appeal to the men of this Conference to help the School interest more 
churches and more laymen in this important subject. 

Scholarship Aid alone will not solve the problem of self-support for Iliff 
Students. Important aid comes from the Student Loan Department of the 
Board of Education for which we express our profound appreciation. Here 
and there in the city we find aid for students in manual and clerical work. 
Now and then a church procures one of our students as an assistant who 
serves by directing the choir, supervising play recreation, pastoral calling 
and religious education supervision. The Board of Home Missions gives a 
few Scholarships to picked men who enter into exacting but entirely just 
contracts, and for this aid too we are profoundly thankful. But these four 
items in the solution of the problem plus scholarship aid will not, even 
when expanded to the limit, solve our problem. We need something more. 
Modern emphasis in education with its stress upon supervised practice de- 
mands something more. The need of keeping the student down to earth 
while in study demands something more. That something more is student 
charges. 

For reasons which we have not the time nor the information to give 
there has been a very radical falling off in student charges since 1916, in 
which year there were more than twice as many as we had on September 
1st of this year. This radical decline in the number of student charges 
very very materially affects enrollment. The Bishop and District Superin- 
tendents have a primary responsibility here and hence are giving much 
thought to this need. In determining the progress of the School at this 
very important point they have some difficulties which the Faculty and 
Administration of lliff are committed to help overcome by endeavoring to 
hold the student pastor to a sympathetic attitude toward people and offi- 
cials, by planning to offer more and more supervision where such is prac- 
tical, and, by carefully picking from the Conferences and Colleges of Meth- 
odism only those candidates who have both the ability and the attitude to 
succeed, Our students do not want a meal ticket any more than does a 
faculty member, a pastor on a $4000.00 charge, a President of a School, a 
District Superintendent or a Bishop. Man for man they are just as anxious 
to serve as any other portion of the Methodist Ministerial Constituency. 
Now and then the meal ticket terror will appear but this horror is not lim- 
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ited merely to-men in the incipient stages of the Christian ministry. Our 
ministerial constituency as a whole is not surpassed by any other group of 
men serving a cause in its honest effort to give full and true service. The 
student pastor class is just as conscientious as its more advanced brothers. 
By studying back through a number of Annual Conference Minutes any one 
in this body who cares to take the time will either be convinced, or confirm 
his conviction as the case may be, that Iliff students on the whole, consid- 
ering conditions under and in which they work are equaling the average 
pastoral success of this fine Conference. 


PERTINENT ITEMS OF SUBSTANTIAL STRATEGY 


A number of factors deeper than prejudice and more enduring than 
financial depression have set Iliff to her tree tops in enduring strategy, 
among which are the following facts: 

1. Only Theological Seminary located west of Chicago now actively en- 
gaged in training ministers. Four of our Schools are located east and south 
of the Mississippi. Only ome west of it. 

2. No other church of the entire evangelical section of American Chris- 
tianity has a School of Theology nearer than 600 miles on the east and 
south, and nearer than 1300 miles on the west. 

3. For healthful climate and inspiring physical surroundings Iliff has 
the lead over all other locations where Methodist Schools dwell. 

4. While belonging to a wide territory Iliff dwells in a beautiful city, 
the Capitol City of the Mountains and the Plains, that offers privileges in 
culture and the opportunity for students to look in on nearly 200 Protestant 
churches at work. 

5. Adjacency to a strong and friendly University which is progressing 
rapidly and has within its offerings many important courses to supplement 
lliff’s standard subjects. The Social Foundation established by Mr. Causey 
brings to our students wide experiences and broadening horizons. The Cat- 
alog of 1930 names eleven of the University of Denver Faculty who offer 
courses that add to ours. 

6. The opportunity to serve other churches as well as our own in giving 
spiritual stimulus, and, direction to theological thought. Half a dozen de- 
nominations constantly call upon our faculty for sermons, lectures, and re- 
ligious education advice and direction. Doctor Morton’s unique work and 
survey in El Paso County which was featured a bit in the July number of 
the Iliff Bulletin, is a sample. 

7. Fine traditions, good spirit, high academic standards, loyal and suc- 
cessful alumni, and a beautiful site with room for expansion and splendid 
initial equipment. 

8. The growing and wide spread conviction of ministers and laymen 
that the problem of the Protestant Church in any community under any 
and all circumstances is the problem of finding an efficient minister. 

9. The growing and widely spread conviction of ministers and laymen 
that the modern theological seminary with all its shortcomings is an in- 
dispensable instrument for training ministers, 

10. The gradual passing of the old idea once necessary and sound, that 
education is the monopoly of the territory east of some pet division of the 
United States. Culture is no longer confined to certain old and self-con- 
sre ee ig centers but is increasingly the possession of all parts of 
our land, 


EXPANSION PROGRAM 


At the February meeting of the Board the Trustees of the School 
adopted definitely a program of expansion calling for an additional general 
endowment of $500,000, $200,000 for a Library-Dormitory Building, $200,000 
for Scholarship Aid Endowment and $100,000 Special endowment for the 
Library. They ordered that the getting of funds for Scholarship purposes 
be stressed first. In addition to the regular duties of the office in the 
School and on the grounds, together with the rather extensive and exact- 
ing work of visiting some 30 Colleges and Universities and a dozen Con- 
ferences, the President of the School during the past year has constructed 
a constituency list of about 500 prospects in Colorado and surrounding ter- 
ritory to which literature has been sent and with some of whom personal 
contacts have been made. Dr. William Henry Bernhardt, editor of I[liff 
Publications, has sent out about 20,000 pieces of literature to a mailing 
constituency of some 5000 names, including the financial prospects.

WESLEY FOUNDATION 


Wesley Foundations are at work in five state schools with a combined 
enrollment of 6000 students. About 20 to 25 per cent of these are of Meth- 
odist constituency or 1500 students. In the three major college centers 
from 60 to 80 per cent of the Methodist students have been actively related 
to the church program. Attendance at Sunday School forums has averaged 
from 70 to 90, Epworth League from 75 to 150, and at social programs from 
75 to 250 at each school. The three Foundation ministers, Herbert Clugston, 
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J. Clyde Keegan and Charles Nowlen, have won the respect of faculty and 
students as well as townspeople in their communities. 

. The decline in World Service has reduced the appropriations to Colorado 
Wesley Foundations by $30 per month. The Conference Foundation has 
received enough from the churches to make up this deficiency. The income 
from the Conference increased from $704 in 1926 to $1124 last year. 

We need additional property investments in Wesley Foundation Min- 
isters homes and student centers of not less than $30,000. Application has 
been made to the Board of Home Missions for assistance toward property 
investment at Boulder and Fort Collins but the major portion of funds 
must come from Colorado Methodism. 

For the coming year the program will include personal field cultivation 
by representatives of the Wesley Foundation to inform our people to in- 
crease the Foundation income by personal solicitation and public collection 
as it may be deemed wise by Official Boards and Pastors. 

We recommend the observance of the “Day of Prayer for Colleges” as 
“Christian Education Day” throughout the Conference with presentation of 
Wesley Foundation work in Colorado.

ANNUAL REPORT—COLORADO CONFERENCE BOARD OF 
PENSIONS AND RELIEF 


Year Ending August 31, 1930 


The Board of Pensions and Relief has continued to function this year as 
the promotional organization of the Conference for carrying out the pro- 
visions of the Conference action taken two years ago at Greeley. It will 
be recalled that, at that time, the raising of an additional $350,000. 00 to be 
placed in the Reserve Pension Fund of the Conference was made the ‘ ‘major 
financial project” of the Conference for the ensuing quadrennium. Two 
years of that time have now elapsed. The Conference will be interested in 
marking progress: 

1. The preachers of the Conference have been loyal. At this time about 
100 have paid in full this year and the great majority have made partial 
payments on their percentages. About twenty members of the Conference 
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failed to send in the signed statements and pledges this year but the ma- 
jority of these are paying or intend to pay in full. I have had no case of 
refusal to cooperate in the program of the Conference as it affects the 
preachers. In some cases payments are being carried over into the new 
year but assurances are given that deferred payments will be made up later. 
In some cases formal promissory notes are given and one has paid interest 
on his note of last year. 

2, THE CAMPAIGN: About one-third of the Conference has been en- 
tirely covered in the campaign for funds. In not every case has the goal 
been reached in full but there has been a splendid response in the form of 
signed pledges. In the remaining two-thirds of the Conference either no 
canvass or only a partial canvass has been made. It is impossible to tell 
just what the result has been in figures. Many pledges are indeterminate 
based on a promise to pay one-fifth of a tithe for five years. Others are 
for one year and are made conditional for anything beyond that. Their 
value will be determined by the persistence of effort made to follow up the 
promise of one year and by the economic conditions prevailing in the Con- 
ference as the time progresses. : 

3. As rapidly as the Pastors and the District Superintendents have 
opened the way the territory has been entered and the work has been done. 
It is hoped that conditions will warrant a vigorous effort to complete the 
campaign in all the charges where it is still incomplete, within the coming 
conference year and, if possible, within the next four months. ; 

4. While collections have been difficult through the period of financial 
depression which has prevailed during the year, the total has been more 
than $1,000.00 in excess of last year—but it should have been double that 
and doubtless would have been much more than it has been had conditions 
been favorable. Many pledges have been cut down or cancelled entirely 
owing to business reverses or sickness in the home. 

5. The Chicago office has again loaned us the services of that Master 
Campaigner, Dr. Benson M. Powell for a few weeks of the year and his 
work has been quite up to its usual high standard of merit. 

6. Bishop Mead and the District Superintendents have gladly contributed 
their services wherever needed. Pastors have grouped up and helped each 
other, freely contributing their time with use of car, paying their own ex- 
pense for entertainment and travel in the majority of cases. Such coopera- 
tion has told mightily in terms of results secured and work done. 

In fairness to the preachers and the charges who have loyally 
strained every nerve to meet their obligations and reach their respective 
goals in the campaign the Conference cannot afford now to relax its efforts 
to carry it through to a successful completion. To this end the Board 
brings to the Conference the following recommendations and resolution: 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

(1) We hereby reaffirm our action of two years ago taken at the Greeley 
session of the Annual Conference making the completion of this fund the 
“major financial project of the Conference’ for that quadrennium. : 

(2) As soon as practicable after the adjournment of this Conference we 
will undertake to cover all new territory and revisit charges where the 
work is only partially complete for the purpose of finishing all the work 
still remaining to be done, between now and January 1, 1931. 

Believing that the time has now come for the Colorado Conference 

to take some initial step looking toward the inauguration of the new Pen- 
sion Plan in our Conference we hereby offer the following resolution: 


RESOLUTION 
_ BEIT RESOLVED: That the Colorado Annual Conference enter the Min- 
isters’ Reserve Pension Fund of the Methodist Episcopal Church as soon as 
proper arrangements can be made with the Board of Pensions and Relief 
respecting: 

(1) A Guaranty Reserve Fund; 

(2) Working rules under which the business shall be transacted. And, 
be it provided that, until the Conference orders otherwise, only new en- 
trants received by the Conference itself from probation shall be entitled to 
participate in the fund. 

Be It Further Resolved, That the Colorado Conference Board of Pensions 
and Relief be authorized to function as provided in Par. D, See. 7 of the 
new reserve pension plan. Said Board is hereby charged with the duty of 
taking any and all steps necessary to inaugurate the new pension plan in 
this Conference, and is hereby empowered to frame a working agreement 
with the Board of Pensions and Relief relative to detailed conduct of opera- 
tions under the plan. 

The Board, as Committee on Reserve Pensions shall report its work 
fully to each session of the Annual Conference. Its treasurer shall be au- 
thorized to transmit at the proper time all moneys required to be sent to 
the Board of Pensions and Relief as provided in the plan of the Reserve 
TOE ie hanees di d th 

s hereby directed that actual operation of the plan in this Conference 
shall not be started until all necessary Dretitainnnyaataye have been care- 
fully taken and requirements met subject to the approval of the Board of 
Pensions and Relief‘and by the Colorado Annual Conference. 

WHEREAS, At least four men have already transferred out of the 


Conference leaving entire assessments or balances on personal assessments 
unpaid; and, 
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WHEREAS, All years served, not only in the Colorado Conference but 
in any Conference fix upon the Conference in which a minister may have 
held his membership on January 1, 1929, the responsibility for making 
future provision for all previous annuity years: 

BE IT RESOLVED: 1. That a careful memorandum be kept of all un- 
paid assessments and unpaid balances on assessments by the Executive 
Secretary of the Conference Board of Pensions and Relief and that these 
unpaid balances and assessments together with accrued interest at,4% shall 
be made a charge as a preferred claim against any annuities for which the 
Conference may later become responsible and that due notice be sent to 
each man concerning this action. 

2. That the foregoing provision shall also apply to men retaining mem- 
bership in this Conference with the understanding that exceptions may be 
made where it can be shown that valid reasons exist for not meeting these 
assessments.

PREACHERS AID SOCIETY—ANNUAL REPORT 
Year Ending August 31, 1930 


The substantial nature of the business of the Preachers Aid Society is 
certified by the fact that it has borne the test of one of the most difficult 
business years in its history without a loss. We have had no foreclosure 
of any of our securities and the one item “overdue interest” in our finan- 
cial report amounting to $152.50 is neither large nor alarming. 

A comparison with the report of last year reveals the fact that our total 
assets now have reached and passed the two hundred thousand dollar mark 
with a total increase of about $21,000.00 over last year which is a little 
better than a twelve per cent increase. 

Beside making a very substantial growth there has been paid the bene- 
ficiaries of the various funds a total of $7,224.17—divided as follows: to 
Jubilee Fund beneficiaries, $2,359.20; to Patrons Fund beneficiaries, $4,042.36; 
to Conference Fund beneficiaries, $822.61. This last is all in the form of 
annuities for actual money invested in the fund, in each case, disappearing 
finally with the death of the donors. While these figures denote an increase 
in annuity payments over last year there has been gradually accumulating 
a surplus to the credit of the Patrons Fund. When this surplus was 
brought to the attention of the Board of Managers they voted to make the 
rate of dividends to beneficiaries of that fund for the coming year 74% 
instead of 7% in the expectation that the surplus would thus be gradually 
absorbed. My own thought is that, while this new rate may more nearly 
balance the income to the credit of that fund it will not absorb the surplus. 
However, it may be that the luxury of having one account in the Confer- 
ence carrying a persistent surplus may be worth enough to the morale of 
the Conference to make it unwise to destroy it. 

The imperative necessity of building our permanent funds to a minimum 
total of $500,000.00 is peculiarly illustrated in the fact that the “law of 
diminishing” return is operating inexorably in the Conference. No loss 
this year in either the effective or retired ranks of our ministry with addi- 
tonal obligations amounting to 6 years already in sight points only in the 
direction of ultimate disaster if the Conference continues much longer to 
operate under the old system. Steps should be taken this year looking 
toward the gradual merging of the old and new programs of the church 
for the support of Conference Claimants. 

Many letters of grateful appreciation from present beneficiaries of these 
funds attest their value the moment a man steps out of the effective min- 
istry into the ranks of the retired. Let me again urge that Pastors and 
District Superintendents keep in mind the necessity of finding and report- 
ing to the Executive Secretary any who might he interested in making this 
Society the beneficiary of legacies or estate notes and that attention of any 
seeking annuity bonds be directed our way and immediately reported ‘to 
the Secretary.

(c) SPECIAL COMMITTEES AND COMMISSIONS 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PLANS FOR CONFERENCE 
ENTERTAINMENT 


Your Committee created at the last session of the Conference to study 
the problem of Conference entertainment and report a definite recom- 
mendation to this Conference have carefully studied the experience of 
churches that have entertained the Colorado Annual Conference during the 
past six years and have examined plans that are in force in other Con- 
ferences. After’careful consideration of all the factors involved we submit 
the following recommendation: 

I. The Colorado Annual Conference in conjunction with the Laymen’s 
Association, or Lay Electoral Conference, shall create a Commission on Con- 
ference Entertainment, consisting of twelve members. 

II. Six of the members of the Commission on Conference Entertainment 
shall be members of Colorado Annual Conference and six shall be laymen 
elected by the Laymen’s Association or the Lay Electoral Conference. 

III. The members of the Commission on Conference Entertainment shall 
be divided into three classes, elected for terms of one, two and three years 
each. Therefore two ministers and two laymen shall be elected each year 
for a term of three years. ' 

IV. The duties and powers of this Commission shall be as follows: 

1. Churches desiring to entertain the Conference shall be required to 
submit to the Commission on Conference Entertainment an invitation, to- 
gether with such evidence as the Commission may require of their ability 
adequately to entertain the Conference. Such invitations must be sub- 
mitted to the Commission not later than April 1st preceding the session of 
the Annual Conference for which the invitation is extended. 

2. The Commission on Conference Entertainment shall have full power 
to fix the place for holding the Annual Conference. 

If no invitations are received from any church before April Ist of any 
year, or if, in the judgment of the Commission the invitations submitted 
should not be accepted, the Commission shall then make such arrangements 
as may be necessary to provide for the entertainment of the Conference. 

4. The Commission on Conference Entertainment shall recommend to 
each session of the Annual Conference the rate of assessment required to 
meet the costs of conference entertainment and shall have authority to fix 
the assessments upon the churches in any Conference year only after the 
preceding Annual Conference has approved the rate of assessment for that 
year. 

5. The assessment for the year beginning September ist, 1931, shall be 
one and one-half per cent.of the total cash salary, not including house rent, 
of each charge in the Conference. One per cent of this amount shall be 
paid by the churches, and one-half per cent shall be paid by the active 
pastors within the Conference. All retired and supernumerary ministers, 
not serving charges, shall be exempt from this assessment, but all other 
members of the Conference in detached or special service who attend the 
session of the Annual Conference, shall be assessed one-half per cent of 
their cash salary. 

Ge ine Commission on Conference Entertainment shall have full author- 
ity to pay the railway fare, to and from the seat of the Annual Conference, 
and the board and room rent of all members of the Conference attending 
Conference while they are present at the seat of the Conference, either in 
whole, or in such proportion as the Commission shall deem possible with 
the resources at its disposal. If the Commission so desires, they may ar- 
range with a committee from the entertaining board of the members of the 
Conference and delegate the responsibility for providing room and board 
to the entertaining church. Each entertaining church shall be required to 
appoint such a Committee to cooperate with the Commission. This Com- 
mittee shall cooperate with the Program Committee appointed by the An- 
eee tae in providing for the special features of the Conference 
7. Bach member of the Conference shall be required to send to the

Treasurer of the Commission on Conference Hntertainment on or before the 
opening day of the session of the Annual Conference the amount appor- 
tioned to his charge, or, in case of men in detached ‘service, the amount 
assessed to such members of the Conference. Each member of the Confer- 
ence shall also present to the Treasurer of the Commission a statement of 
his railroad fare to and from the seat of the Annual Conference, based on 
the current clergy rate. 

V. The Commission on Conference Entertainment shall elect from their 
number a President, Secretary, and Treasurer. The Treasurer shall pay all 
bills contracted by the Commission by warrant and check, when approved 
by the Commission and signed by the Secretary, and shall submit a com- 
plete financial report which shall be printed in the minutes of each Annual 
Conference. 

VI. The Commission on Conference Entertainment, in cooperation with 
the Secretary of the Conference, shall provide for the publishing and mail- 
ing to the members of the Conference the Annual Minutes and Year Book 
of the Conference, so that the assessment for Conference entertainment 
shall cancel the present assessment for the publication of the minutes. 

VII. This report and recommendation shall be presented to the Colorado 
Annual Conference and to the Laymen’s Association of said Conference and 
shall be ordered printed in the Minutes of the Conference for 1930 and 
action deferred upon said report for one year. This plan for Conference 
entertainment shall become operative when it has been approved by the 
Colorado Annual Conference and the Laymen’s Association or Lay Elec- 
toral Conference of the Colorado Annual Conference.

SOCIAL SERVICE COMMISSION 


The anguish of millions of unemployed and their dependents challenges 
anew our present economic order. By action of its General Conference our 
Church stands committed to an economic order with “the fullest possible 
cooperative control and ownership of industry and of the natural resources 
on which the industry depends.” Ameliorative measures such as municipal 
lodging houses and wholesome food distribution are necessary to those de- 
nied employment. We call upon the next state legislature to enact laws 
establishing unemployment insurance and old age pensions. As a means 
of partial relief from technological unemployment we pledge support to 
labor to establish the five-day week and the six-hour day. 

In the beet sugar industry the test of “the social and spiritual ideals 
of Jesus’ will require such division of the profits as to assure the grower 
the same returns on capital invested in land and machinery as that paid 
to stockholders in the manufacturing company while at the same time per- 
mitting him to pay his field workers enough to insure for them an Amer- 
ican standard of living. Wages of beet workers should become the first 
lien on crops as wages of building tradesmen are first claim on property. 
Nor can the workers justly be denied the right to organize and to be rep- 
resented by agents of their own choosing in conference called to fix wages 
and conditions of labor. 

We believe the legislature should fix by statute the minimum age and 
wage conditions for all employed children and should make illegal the 
contracts for families rather than individual workers. No conditions of 
labor should deprive any child of the opportunity for public school educa- 
tion. Minimum standards of living quarters for labor and tenant families 
should be prescribed by the state. To realize these minimum standards the 
Colorado Conference pledges full cooperation with all existing agencies. 

To place the resources of healing at the disposal of every human suf- 
ferer we call for the rapid expansion of free public clinics and hospital 
facilities, and so relieve one of the most tragic phases of poverty. 

As a church through our General Conference we are opposed “to all 
military training in high schools and to all compulsory military training 
in colleges and universities.” We note the announcement of the Attorney 
General and the Secretary of the Interior that the Morrell Law does not 
require compulsory military training in Land Grant Colleges. We there- 
fore call upon the trustees of the Colorado School of Mines and the State 
College of Agriculture to require no more of their students than is re- 
quired of the schools by our government under the Land Grant Act. 

Any phase of militarism in boys’ clubs is inconsistent with the teach- 
ing of our church. 

The crime situation within our state should be sufficient proof of the 
ineffectiveness of capital punishment as a preventative of crime. We call 
upon our legislature to repeal the present law which inflicts the death 
penalty. 

We urge the pastors to read to the congregations the social pronounce- 
ments of the Annual Conference and the General Conference of our Church 
and that they enroll in and secure lay members in the Methodist Federation 
for Social Service. 

We request the executive committee to arrange a June meeting at the 
lliff School of Theology with such a program that will merit the attendance 
of every pastor and at least one layman from each church. 

We request our Social Service Commission to invite the fellowship and 
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joint activity of similar commissions of all religious bodies in our state. 
We nominate for membership in the Social Service Commission of the 
Colorado Conference for the ensuing year: (See Committees) 


SUPPLEMENTARY REPORT OF SOCIAL SERVICE ON 
ECONOMIC BROTHERHOOD 


The present disparity in ministerial support works a hardship that hin- 
ders the progress of the kingdom. Without urging any mechanical equal- 
ization of salaries and recognizing that any plan would be imperfect, we 
urge that the question be approached in brotherliness and that a Commit- 
tee be raised to study the entire question as it relates to the needs of the 
men in Colorado Conference and that this committee bring a plan for eco- 
nomic brotherhood to the next Conference. The Committee to consist of 
two men from each district and one at large.

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, That we, the members of the Colorado 
Conference, hereby express our conviction that section 2 of paragraph 257 
should be considered applicable to Superintendents of Utah and New Mexico 
Missions; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That, pending a decision by the next 
General Conference, we respectfully ask the presiding bishops of the Colo- 
rado Conference and the resident bishop of the Denver Area to consider the 
limitations of the above said paragraph applicable in the future appoint- 
ment of any member of the Colorado Conference to the superintendency of 
either mission as well as in the case of the appointment of a mission super- 
intendent to a district in the Colorado Conference.

(a) PLAN OF CONFERENCE EXAMINATIONS 


SUMMARY OF THE RULES OF THE BOARD OF MINISTERIAL 
TRAINING j 


(a) Candidates for Reception on Trial 


Candidates for Reception on Trial may take examinations during the 
year, on recommendation of their District Superintendent, under Supervisors 
properly appointed. 


(b) Those in the Regular Course 


1. May take examinations during the year under Supervisors properly ap- 
pointed by arranging therefor with the Registrar. 

2. No undergraduate shall be entitled to advanced classification who is delin- 
quent or has failed to pass, in two (2) books to be studied, or three (8) books 
to be read, or in one (1) book to be studied and two (2) to be read. For either 
Reception on Trial, or Admission in Full, and for ordination as Elder, the law 
permits no “conditions” whatever. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


1. All those pursuing the course of study shall contribute the sum of fifty 
cents per annum to defray the expenses of examinations. 

All persons working in Missions, who are seeking Reception on Trial or 
are pursuing the course of study under the auspices of this Conference, shall be 
required to pass the examinations submitted by the Conference Board before 
they shall be Received on Trial or advanced in the year’s studies, unless the 
examination is in course in a foreign language. 

8. All candidates for Reception on Trial and all undergraduates who have 
not completed their examinations shall meet the examining board at the seat of 
Conference the day before the session opens, to close the work of the year. 

4. The examining board shall not be required to give any examination or to 
examine or report on any written sermon or essay after the opening of the 
Conference session, except at the option o1 the Board on satisfactory reason for 
not appearing within the time above specified.

MISCELLANEOUS 313 


(b) CONFERENCE RULES OF ORDER AND PROCEDURE 


1. The President shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal to 
the Conference. In case of such appeal the question shall be taken without debate, 
except that the President may state the grounds of his decision, and the appellant 
may state the grounds of his appeal. 


2. The President shall appoint all Committees, unless otherwise especially 
ordered by the Conference. 


3. On assigning the floor to any member of the Conference, the President 
shall distinctly announce the name of the member to whom it is assigned. 


4, No member shall absent himself from the sessions of the Conference 
without leave, unless he be unable to attend. 


5. When any member is about to speak in debate, or to deliver any matter 
to the Conference, he shall arise and respectfully address the President, but shall 
not proceed until recognized by him. 


6. -No member shall be interrupted when speaking, except by the President 
to call him to order when he departs from the question, or uses personalities or 
disrespectful language; but any member may call the attention of the President 
to the subject when he deems a speaker out of order, and any member may 
explain when he thinks himself misrepresented. 


7. When a member desires to speak to a question of privilege he shall briefly 
stale the question; but it shall not be in order for him to proceed until the 
President shall have decided it a privileged question. 


8. No person shall speak more than twice on the same question, nor more 
than ten minutes at one time, without leave of the Conference; nor shall any 
person speak more than once until every member choosing to speak shall have 
spoken; provided, however, that a Committee making a report shall, through its 
Chairman, or one of its members selected by the Committee or its Chairman, in 
all cases be entitled to ten minutes to close the debate; either to oppose the 
motion to lay the report on the table, or, this permishion not having been used, 
to close the debate on the motion to adopt. 


9. Resolutions shall be written and presented in duplicate by the mover. All 
motions shall be reduced to writing if the President, Secretary, or any member 
requests it. 


10. All written motions, reports and communications to the Conference shall 
be passed to the Secretary, to be by him read to the Conference. 


11. When a motion is made and seconded, or a resolution introduced or 
seconded, or a report presented and read by the Secretary, or stated by the 
President, it shall be deemed in possession of the Conference. 


12. The following motions shall be taken without debate: 


(1) To adjourn. 

(2) To suspend the rules. 

(3) To lay on the table. 

(4) To take from the table. 

(5) To raise the question of consideration. 
(6) Call for the previous question. 

(7) To reconsider a non-debatable motion. , 


18. No new motion or resolution shall be entertained until the one under 
consideration has been disposed of, which may be done by adoption or rejection ; 
but one or more of the following motions may be made, and they shall have 
precedence in the order in which they are given, namely: 


(1) To fix the time to which the Conference shall adjourn. 

(2) To adjourn. 

(8) To take a recess. 

(4) To lay on the table. 

(6) To order the previous question (cannot be laid on the table). 
(6) To postpone to a given time. 

(7) To refer. 

(8) To substitute. 

(9) To amend. 

(10) To postpone indefinitely. 


14. Only one amendment to an amendment shall be in order, but then it shall 
be in order to move a substitute for the main question and one amendment to the 
substitute, and if a substitute is accepted it shall replace the original proposition. 


15. It shall be in order to move the previous question—that is, that the 
question be taken without further debate—on any measure pending, except in 
cases in which character is involved; and if sustained by a vote of two-thirds 
the question shall be taken; nevertheless, it shall be in order under this rule to 
move to refer or to recommit (on either of which the vote shall be taken without 
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debate) : to divide or to lay on the table, after the previous question has been 

ordered. It shall not be in order to move the previous question or to move to lay 

ap the tei at the close of a speech in which the pending question has been 
scussed. 


16. The motion to adjourn shall be taken without debate, and shall always 
be in order, except 


(1) When a member has the floor. 


(2) When a question is actually put, or a vote is being taken, or until 
decided. 


(3) When the question is pending on sustaining the demand for the pre- 
vious question. 


(4) When the previous question has been called and sustained, and action 
under it is still pending; and 


(6) When a motion to adjourn has been negatived; and no business or 
debate has intervened. 


17. When any motion or resolution shall have been acted upon by the Con- 
ference, it shall be in order for any member who voted with the prevailing side 
to move a reconsideration; but a motion to reconsider a non-debatable motion 
shall be decided without debate. 


18. Every member who is within the bar at the time a question is put shall 
vote, unless the Conference, for special reasons, excuses him. No member shall 
be allowed to vote on any question who is not within the bar at the time when 
such question shall be put by the President, except by leave of the Conference, 
when such member has been necessarily absent. 


. 19. It shall be in:order for any member to call for the ayes and noes on any 
question before the Conference, and if the call be sustained by forty members 
present, the vote thereon shall be taken by ayes and noes. . 


20. These rules may be suspended at any time by a vote of two-thirds of the 
members present and voting.
